If peace were won by demonstrating, or “safety found in 
sleeping sound;” how great America would be. If oppression 
were curbed be feasting, or tyrants deterred by folk songs how 
mighty we would be. 

Yes, how great we all would be. But we are not. For 
America, back in the 19th century, though not a great power, 
was a great nation. Now in the 1960's, it is the most powerful 
nation on earth, but it is no longer great. 

And most would have you believe that it has no longer any 
capability of being great. The American public, especially that 
segment that resides in college, is content to nestle to the bosom 
of unreality. We are content to have our golden locks stroked 
by paunchy professors who tell us nothing will happen to us and 
everything will be all right if only we will negotiate Viet Nam, 
support the Great Society, keep sending lots more foreign aid 
to Yugoslavia, lots more sit-ins to Mississippi, and lots more 
anti-Communists to Coventry. 

And, the most horrible part of this nightmare of our time 
is that we believe them. In 1947 our leaders, those same men 
who still warm chairs in Washington, said “We have established 
a policy of containment.” We were pacified, the Communist 
threat had been safely thwarted. Now, on the eighteenth anni- 
versary of that policy of “containment” we can look across the 
Florida straits into Soviet-built muzzles. 

In 1954 we believed the same voices we hear today (you will 
notice their incantations never change). They said that if the 
¥rench would only negotiate Indo-China the troubles in South- 
east Asia would cease. Through our pressure, our lack of sup- 
port at the crucial moment, our cowardice, our fear of reality, 
the French were brought to heel. 

We listened to their incantatiors, and we heeded, and now 
the cost is being paid with American blood. The only thing that 
has changed is that the Communists are stronger and we are 
weaker. Yes, we are weaker, and I fear we will continue to get 
weaker. 

For the lotus blossom has come to rest on a large part of 
our generation; they breathe the intoxicating fragrance of peace, 
brotherhood, and goodwill. They live in a fairyland world where 
all points of view are equally valid, except, perhaps the point 
of view which says they are not; where truth is a commodity 
that only they possess; where greed, avarice and ambition can 
be dismissed by simply closing the eyes and singing folk songs 
about the dawn of peace. 

If the world is to ever have real peace; a peace of respect, 
admiration, and freedom, then this group must be engaged first, 
and vanquished. 

Yet what makes this opium of “world peace” so hard to 
fight is that it is not caused by malice, but by an eagerness to 
evade the pain of thinking. 

Perhaps the Warhawk can sink its tendons into numb flesh 
and present an opposite and somewhat more realistic point of 
view, which they will say is not valid, but which I can prove 
is valid, and not obscured by the misty haze of self degradation.

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Austrian Speaks 
As Guest Of DVP 


Dr. Stella Klein-Low, educa- 
tor, author and member of the 
Austrian Parliament, will 
speak on Post War Politics in 
Central Europe tomorrow at 
12 p.m. in the Little Theatre 
as a guest of the distinguished 
visitors program. 

Born and educated in Aus- 
tria, Dr. Klein-Low obtained 
her Ph.D. degree in classical 
and modern languages, psy- 
chology and history at the 
University of Vienna and sub- 
sequently taught Latin, Greek 
and Philosophy in Vienna’s 
pre-universtiy high schools 
until the outbreak of World 
War II. 

She spent the war years in 
England and in 1956 returned 
to Austria to resume her ca- 
reer as teacher and head of 
secondary schools, devoting 
herself at the same time to 
political work in the Social 
Democratic Party and to ex- 
tensive lecturing before var- 
ious party and trade union 
organizations. 

As a member of the Aus- 
trian Parliament, Dr. Klein- 
Low worked in the parliamen- 
tary committees for culture, 
foreign affairs, defense, judi- 
cial questions, revenues and 
home affairs. She has auth- 
ored a number of books and 
articles in Austrian and for- 
eign periodicals on cultural, 
sociological and psychological 
topics, focusing her attention 
on the problems of youth.

Late last April scores of per- 
sons with sagging jaws som-~- 
nambulantly, or so it seemed, 
mumbled in dismay over the 
failure of the proposed Student 
Union to pass. Their dismay 
was the result of both a fum- 
bled campaign by proponents 
of the Union and a concerted, 
but confused campaign against 
tactics of the proponents and 
their specific proposal. 

While a great deal of plan- 
ning and work had gone into 
the April proposal long before 
the “idea” was introduced to 
the general student body about 
a week before the election, and 
while members of the plan- 
ning committee maintained 
that their meetings were al- 
ways open to any interested 
students, a considerable minor- 
ity of students felt that the 
proposal was being jammed 
down their throats. 

Dissident students cited a 
four-page advertisement (paid 
for out of student body funds) 
that with no exceptions ex- 
toled the virtues of what was 
to become a monolithic struc- 
ture miles from what is now 
the center of campus. Confu- 
sion was further heightened 
by a pamphlet drawn up by 
the Union Committee that spe- 
cifically, in square feet, said 
what was going into the Union 
Yet at the same time the com- 
mittee said we were only vot- 
ing for the “idea” rather than 
a specific proposal. The fail- 
ure of the Hornet to cover al- 
ternatives and the evolution of 
various plans for the Union 
when they were being dis- 
cussed by the committee no 
doubt also greatly contributed 
to the total confusion—hope- 
fully toat mistake will not be 
repeated.
